Please amend claim 18, as presented in Appendix A, attached hereto. A marked-up copy 
of the amended claim is included in Appendix B. 



REMARKS 



Reconsideration of the application is respectfully requested for the following reasons: 

1. Rejection of Claims 18, 19, 25. 29-34, and 40 Under 35 USC $102lb) in view of U.S. 
Patent Nos. 4,742.257 (Carpenter) and 4.244,098 (Barcus) 

This rejection is respectfully traversed on the grounds that neither the Barcus patent nor 
the Carpenter patent teaches a heat dissipation device for a motor, at least a portion of which is 
separated from the motor casing, as claimed. By providing an independent heat dissipation 
device, the claimed invention enables the cooling passage to be extended for better heat 
dissipation, and to use heat dissipation devices such as forced air or liquid coolers. This 
advantage is neither taught nor suggested by either the Carpenter patent or the Barcus patent.
